S.0.17'5 (E)/No. E. (C)0,1977/AM(45) ;—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Imports & Exports (Control) 
Act 1947, (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Exports (Control) Order, 1977* 
namely :— 

1. This Order may be called the Exports (Control) Twelfth Amendment Order. 1978. 

2. In Part # B f of Schedule I to the Exports (Control) Order, 1977.— 

(i) The existing entry against S. No. 70(v) shall be substituted by the following 
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*‘70(v)— 1 Export to EEC Member States including UK of Textiles made from Cotton, Wool and man-made fibre (excluding 
jute, silk and flax) which are subject to quantitative restraints under In do EEC Textile Agreement”* 

(ii) The existing entry against S. No. 7(vi) shall be substituted by the following 

€, 70Cvi)—1Export to USA of Textiles made from Cotton Wool and man-made fibres (excluding jute, silk and flax) which are 
subject to quantitative restraints under the Indo US Textile Agreement”. 

(iii) The existing entry against S. No. 70 (viii) shall be deleted, 

3, In the Exports (Control) Order, 1977, in OGL-3, the existing entries against S. No. 36, 37 and 39 shall be substituted by the follow¬

36. Export to EEC Member States including UK of Textiles made B,70(v) (i) Against quota allotments by the Cotton Textiles 

from Cotton, wool and man-made fibics (excluding jute, silk Export Promotion Council or its authorised 

and flax) which are subject to quantitative restraints under the up-country representative by endorsement on 

Indo-EEC Textiles Agreement* shipping bills. 

(ii) In the matter of quota allotments, Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council will observe the 
guidelines Issued by the Ministry of Commerce 
and will made efforts to ensure reasonable reali¬ 
sation through floor price mechanism, where 
practicable. 

(iii) Handloom fabrics of the cottage industry, hand¬ 
made cottage industry products made of such 
handloom fabrics and iiaouional folklore handi¬ 
craft textile products are not subject to quanti¬ 
tative restiaints. A certificate in the case of 
handloom fabrics and hand-made cottage industry 
products made of such handloom fabrics will 
be required from the Textiles Committee and in 
the case of traditional folklore handcraft textile 
products, such a certificate will be issued by the 
All India Handicrafts Boaid. 


37. Export to USA of Textiles made from cotton, wool and man¬ 
made" fibres (excluding jute, silk and flax) which are subject to 
quantitative restraints under Indo-US Textile Agreement. 


70(vi) (i) Against quota allotments by the Cotton Textiles 

Export Promotion Ctuncil cr its authored 
up-country representatives, by endorsement on 
shipping bills. 

(ii) In the matter of quota allotments Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council will observe guide¬ 
lines issued by the Ministry of Commacc and 
will make efforts to ensure reasonable realisation 
through floor price mechanism, where practi¬ 
cable. While making quota endorsements, 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council will 
also issue export visa for such products. 

(iii) Handloom fabrics and handmade handloom 
made-up articles and India items aie not subject 
to quantitative restraints. In their case, a certi¬ 
ficate from Textile Committee for handloom 
fabrics and handloom made-up and from Tex¬ 
tiles Committee and/or All India Handicrafts 
Board for India items will be required.
